“To the Edmonton, Yukon and 
Pacific railway company, for a railway 
from the town of South Edmonton, 
Northwest Territories, to North Ed-| 
mouton, and thence westerly towards 
the Yellow Head Pass, a distance not 
exceeding 50 miles.” 

A subsequent clause of the same 
act reads as follows : 

“The subsidies granted to the On- 
tario and Rainy River Railway Com- 
pany, the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way Company and the Edmonton, 
Yukon and .Pacific Railway Com- 
pany are granted upon tke con- 
dition, and, if received and paid 
under the authority of this act to the 
above mentioned companies respective- 
ly, shall be received upoa the condi- 
tion, that the said companies shall not, 
nor shall any of them, at any time 
amalgamate with, or lease its line or 
lines to any railway company other 
than those mentioned in this section, 
except as may be authorized by parlia- 
ment; nor shall any of the said rail- 
ways be leased to or operated by any 
other company ; nor shall any of the 
said compames make any agreement 
for a common fund or for pooling its 
receipts with any other company ; and 
any such lease, amalgamation or agrec- 
ment shall be absolutely void, except 
in so far as such agreement may 
extend to traffic.or running arrange- 
ments which have been approved by 
the governor in council.” 

In explanation of this section the 
minister of railways said : 

“The Canadian Northern Railway 
Company is the company which has 
been incorporated by parliament to 
build a road in extension of what is 
called the Dauphin line, running up 
into the Saskatchewan conntry, and 
from Swan river, which is the present 
terminus of the Northern line, in an 
almost direct westerly course to Ed- 
monton. I think a company has been 
chartered by act of this parliament to 
construct a line through to that point. 
The Edmonton, Yukon and Pacific is 
the company which has been incor- 
porated by parliament to construct 
beyond Edmonton, northerly and 
westerly through either the Peace 
river pxss or the Yellow Heal pass, 
and through to the Pacific ccast. 
These three lines are lines which it 
may be found desirable hereafter, and 
in the interest of the whole country, 
to amalgamate together. That is a 
possibility of the future, and if they 
are constructed, as I think they will 
be, I believe the missing links be- 
tween them will be built, and when 
they are built they will contribute an 
additional transcontinental line.” 


A lengthy discussion followed in 
which it -appeared that the clause 
against amalgamation was intended 
to ensure that the several roads men- 
tioned should constitute a competitor 
with the C. P. R. from Lake Superior 
to the Pacific by way of the Saskatche- 
wan valley. The subsidy for the 
Edmonton section of the road received 
a great deal of factious opposition 
from Hon. Mr. Foster, leader of the 
opposition, so that chere was a very 
full discussion of the whole affair in 
parliament. 

The fact that the several sections 
of the route have received at one 
session of parliament in all $1,828,000 


| would be sufficient to establish con- 


nection through from Lake Superior 
to Edmonton, or in other words to-fill 
in the links yet wanting in the chain. 


There can be no doubt from the]. 


temper of parliament and of the gov- 
ernment ai the late session that the 
money will be forthcoming when 
needed, or that it will be needed in 
good time. Part of the link between 
Winnipeg and Port Arthur is already 
completed, a large part more is under 
contract and work is progressing, two 
hundred miles of the Great Northern 
or Dauphin section will be completed 
this fall, and there is every prospect 
that work will be pushed on both the 
Dauphin extension towards Prince 
Albert and on the Edmonton, Yukon 
and Pacific, to and west of Edmonton 
next summer. 

An important improvement in the 
government policy of dealing with 
western railways is manifested in the 
subsidy act. Hitherto while’ western 
railroads were bonused by western 
lands and eastern railroads were 
bonused by cash which western people 
had to help to pay, in the subsidies of 
this year no land grants appear, and 
western railways are placed on the 
same footing as eastern in receiving a 
straight cash subsidy of $3,200 a 
mile. This is a measure of justice to 
the west that should not go without 
proper recognition.

SEED GRAIN INDEBTEDNESS. 


The following is acopy of the act 


passed at last session of parliament to 
provide for the release of secondary 
securities for advances of seed grain 
from the government : 


“The Gouernor-General-in-Council 
may discharge fgom liability persons 
whe are liable to the crown as sureties 
upon bonds given to secure repayment 
for seed grain furnished by the crown 
to persons in the Northwest Territories 
in every case where, upon enquiry, it 
is shown to the satisfaction of the 
minister of the interior that land 
owned by, or entered as a homestead 
by, the primary debtor is liable and is 
in the opinion of the said minister 
sufficient security for the sum owed 
by the primary debtor.” 


The minister of interior is to be 
congratulated on having introduced 
this legislation. By the iron clad 
arrangement under which the advances 
of seed grain were made an almost 
inextricable confusion was created by 
requiring triple security. The result 
was that instead of repayment being 
hastened it was delayed, and many 
reputable and responsible men were 
put to loss and inconvenience without 
benefit to any one. This confusion 
has been straightened out by releasing 
as far as may be possible without 
prejudicing the position of the govern- 
ment as creditor, all secondary 
securities. Each man will now only 
be held responsible for what he 
himself owes, unless under exceptional 
circumstances. The governmert has 
not forgiven the debt, nor reduced its 
actual security. It has merely re- 
leased the unnecessary security which 
it held, and which the great grievance 
of the parties interested in that con- 
nection.

The great danger now lies with 
those farmers who have not an 
binders and who have to depend upon 
neighbors to do their cutting, owing to 
the lateness of the season and adverse 
weather prevailing. These have 
about ten per cent of the yield. But 
the generally accepted greatest danger 
to be guarded against this unusually 
wet season is in the stacking. As here- 
tofore the climatic conditions prevail- 
ing at this time of year, since farming 
commenced in Alberta, have been 
superb for gathering the harvest and 
placing it in “ position” for the 
threshing machine. Little pains being 
bestowed upon the art of stacking as 
is done in wet climates, and con- 
sequently in the great majority of 
eases through the country we have 
found the grain simply piled up so to 
speak, more for the purpose of facili- 
tating threshing than as a process of 
curing or a protection from the in- 
clemency of the weather. This year 
we are confronted with two adverse 
conditions, viz: green straw and 
wet weather. Heretofore the straw has, 
always ripened as soon as the grain, 
this year it has done exactly tke oppo- 
site, the straw generally being compara- 
tively green. Hence the greatest care 
should be taken in stacking, as we are 
liable in taking advantage of the 
dry weather to do too much, rather 
than do it well, and thereby suffer 
loss. it will take at least till the 
first week in October to complete 
stacking, should the present un- 
favorable weather continue, and there- 
fore threshing will be necessarily late, 
and will no doubt extend well on in 
the winter, so grain should be stacked 
well to keep it from heating. One- 
third of the crop is cut at this writing. 
This week has been the most favor- 
able for cutting since harvest com- 
menced ; but it rained heavily and 
hailed lightly this afternoon, un- 
accompanied by wind. No damage done 
in immedlate vicinity (Stony Plain 
Centre). Clear again and settled 
looking and binders working late. 


A YUKON DISASTER. 

A Seattle desnatch says that the 
bodies of Holmes, of Fresno, Cual.; 
Moffatt, of Pembroke, Ont.; Bellevue, 
of Duluth, and Dr. Allen have been 
found on the headwaters of the Porcu- 
pine river. The men mencioned were 
members of several different parties 
who left Edmonton in the fall of ’97. 
They wintered about Great Slave lake, 
and in the spring of 1898, crossed 
over the Rocky Motntains to the 
Porcupine river by the pass from Fort 
Macpherson to La Pierre's House. In- 
stead of going direct to Dawson down 
the Porcupine and up the Yukon, 
they with others decided to prospect 
the upper waters of the Porcupine, 
which hewds about 200 miles from 
Dawson, intending if they did not 
strike anything to go cn during the 
winter to Dawson by the winter route 
followed by Mr. Ogilvie some years 
before. They had reached the head- 
waters about the time winter set in. 
Bellevue had accidentally frozen his 
feet and was unable to go on without 
help. As there was n0 trail it was 


down the river for La Pierre’s House. 
The relief party were unable to follow 
them, and, if the report of the finding 
of the bodies is true, they perished by 
the way. In the reports of the affair 
made last winter Allen’s name was 
aot mentioned. 


Of course the despatch credits this 
disaster to the Edmonton trail. Cer- 
tainly the men had started from Ed- 
monton, but had reached the waters 
of the Yukon safely. Had they con- 
tinued on the recognized route to 
Dawson the disaster could not have 
happened. It occurred in the taking 
of the ordinary chances of the pros- 
pector in such a country with such 
a climate ss the Yukon, and did not 
occur on the Edmonton trail.
